Many dullars could Ini saved in tho 
course of the year by giving atteiitieii 
to tho little leaks that in tho aggregate 
would make a Ug hole. One of these 
little things li tlie mending of tbi-waro, 
which any woman can do If she only 
knows how. 

Got five or ten cents' worth of muri- 
atic acid and put Into It all the sine It 
will dlaaolve. Yon can probably got 
scraps of sine from aome tinner. Then 
get some soldering;! prefer tlie hard sol- 
dering. Whenever a leak makes its a\>- 
poarance in any of tlie tin-ware, scrape 
any rust off that may bo around il 
tlien drop somo ol th l acid ujion it to 
cloan it; cut a piece ot tho soldering 
and place upon the hole and hold the 
vessel over a burning lamp, or sot on 
tho stove so that only the place at the 
hole will be exposed to tho heat, lot It 
slay until tlie soldering inelta. and 
spreads enough to cover tho hole, then 
remove and hold In |KMitiun until tho 
soldering cools enough to harden. If 
you want to mend any part that can 
not be exposc<l to the lamp or stove, 
then have an iron spoon to melt tile 
solder; treat Iho leak in tho soiiio way 
OB to cleaning and a|iplying the; acid; 
have a rod of iron hooted at ono end 
and hold it on the leak until the parts 
around are heated and then pour tho 
stildor on. 

Our grandmothers used to pmrent 
tho wearing of tlio lioltoni of patci aiAl 
buckets by putting legs of potVtiyAQ 
thoni, and wu could make our tinwain 
last many times as long by giving it 
legs of solder. All tliere Is to do Is 
to clean a place with add, melt aoroo 
solder in a spoon, and pour it on. I 
have heard tinners say that tlicy could 
not patch liinvnro, lint I have dono it 
by taUng B uieee of bright tin, cutting 
It id U»fili|iCr wanted it, placing It 
over a hMe that was too large to ad- 
der any other way, and pouring hot 
Bolder around the edgelk It will have 
to be well cleaned with acid and heat- 
ed some.— Jfrs. r. jr. Cooper, inBoute- 
hold.

A a) itematlc canTais of the beat dt' 
laeni in the oounty wa« Inetltuted 
Each man waa etrflilly approadbed 
and aakdd Ifbe would aailil In bring 
log ToUIver'igaug of outlawi lo Jai' 
tice. The reapouiea were very favor 
able. About one bundled men were 
lecured In Itowan tnd another hun- 
dred in Carter and Morgan counllci. 
To arm and equip thete, Boone Lo- 
gan went lo Cincinnati and pur. 
chaaed ilxly Wiocbeater riflei. 
Theie were diatributed u fiw aa they 
would go, and the reet of tbe poaie 
were provided with ihot-guns, niui- 
keti, ordlniry ritles and pistoll. 
Meetings were held and plans of ac- 
tion dlicuiaed. Warrants of arrest 
for murder, araou, assault witli intent 
to kill, and other crimes and inisde-

IIA TIIKIelNO roR TriF. KIIAV. 

Wednesday morning at ;J o'clock 
ll'J mm, under the control of Sberill 
llo^'g, arrived in dclaclimenis at 
Morelicad, and, »talioninglilcnl?elve^ 
at nevun diirercnt poi-ilions ont-sidc 
the town limits, completely hurround- 
ed the place. Tlieir plans bad been 
well perfected, and llie ei^eculion of 
llieiu was so inetbodicul that tlie i>e- 
sieged gang did not suspect Ibeir 
danger. 

TIIK OVEmUllOW OF TliI.I.lVKU. 

At 8 o'clock yeslej'ilay niorning llir 
Tolliver forces were galliered at the 
iVmcrii an House. Tliey wer9 on tbe 
'ookout for foes, Ibonjib no one of 
tlicm believed Ibat llieiuwn was then 
surrounded. Tlicy were well armed 
as nviial. Craig Tolliver bad two 
pi»loN and a belt full of caiiridi;es. 
U wui a ipiartcr past M o'clock wlien 
one of tbe posse, named iiyron, was 
seen at Ihe depot. Iiyron was armed 
with a Wincliesler, and the Tollivcrs 
at once opened lire on him. llyron 
ran, and the Tollivcrs pursued, keep- 
ing up the firing. This precipitated 
llie conflict. Men sprang from be- 
hind atumpi, buiheiand plica of lum- 
ber. The earth aeemed to swarm 
Willi armed men.' A Tollcy was 
poured into the Tolllrer party, which 
at once began • haety retreat Tber 
lied past the American Uouae and 
toward tbe Central Hotel. The oth- 
er squada of tho posie now wheeled 
into action, and aa the gum began to 
crack In all quarter! the deiperadoea 
recognized tbe alter bopeleiineai of 
their iltuatlon. -All of them but one, 
however, reached the Central Hotel. 
The one who failed wai Bud Tolliver, 
who fell in tbe itrcet with a wound 
that ibattered hli knee. Be managed 
to crawl through a fence, and con- 
cealed himaelf in lome tall graia. 

The mcmberi of the poaie wore no 
bati, in order that they might, by thli 
niaaui of Identlflcation, avoid ihopt- 
ingeach other. The Tolliver gang 
aoon dlicovered that their aiiailanti 
wore bare-headed and threw away 
their own hati. By doing thia lev- 
cralof them eicaped unharmed. 

THE IlK.SrUII-nON OF A.N KV K- \V IT.N KSS. 

Mr. While, a drummer from I^ex- 
iuglon, told me be witnessed the bat- 
tle from a window gf the cottage ho- 
tel. This liolel is south of the rail- 
road. Said Mr. White : 

'The coulllcl lasted fur two bun rs 
and a half, and there must have been 
at least two thouiaud ihols tired 
The aceuoB were terrible. Women 
and children ruahcd about screaming 
and calling on the Lord to aave them 
Craig Tolliver and hli men were 
■0011 driven from the Central Hotel. 
Jay Tolliver wai killed on tlio hill 
not far from the hotel. Craig, bare- 
headed, and evidently terribly frlght- 
entod, rau down tbe alreet toward 
the Cottage Hotel. Jnat u bo reach- 
ed the railroad, about aisty feet from 
my window, a bullet atruek him In 
the leg and he fell.. He partly roao 
up, when ho wai struck by another 
bullet In the bi-eaat. He dropped 
again, and endeavored to riiC-JIc 
waa kiioeked down by another bullet 
There were fifteen men ahootlng al 
hiio. He made no effort to riae afioi 
the thii-d attempt. Aa ho lay there 
apparently-dead the firing jjoutlnucd. 
Every tlipe a bullet atruek him I 
could aoe hlm-fllncb. Be waa twice 
ihot through the bead. Tbo Tolliver 
crowd wore badly domorallied, and 
though ordinarily good ahota, were 
unable to uae Iheir pliloli with any 
efffct. The only man In the poiae 
wounded waa Uud Madden, who wai 
ahot In the kide by Cal. Tolliver." 
A caip a»r. or tub olu block. 
One «f(be gtmeat flghien in the 



lad of fourlecn years of age and ii 
nephew nf Craig Tolllvof. He stood 
out liolilly and liicd bis revolver 
Hiralght :il the enemy, but lie did no 
dam»i;e. lie ia very sniali lor bis 
a:'e, and nobody tried In burl liiili. 
lie h id a narrow escape, though, for 
a liiillel passed through the seat ofhls 
Irouseis. When Craig Tolliver fell, 
tills boy got to him ai aoon aa poul- 
ble, and lecured the dead man'a 
watch and pocket-book. Thii young 
boy Is still at Morebeadt but layi he 
is going to Elliott to live. 

Some membera of the poiae found 
Bod Tolliver, wounded and helploai, 
itt tbe grail, where be had concealed 
blmaelf. Thoy placed their guns 
agalnit hli bead and blow bli brains 
out. Ulram Cooper waa rau.«d iu a 
wardrobe in Allie Young'a room, np 
stain at the Central Hotel. Be waa 
dragged from hii hiding-place and 
killed in the room. A bullet wai 
flKd through hii brain, and it wont 
craablng agalnat the wall, where it 
flattened itaelf and dropped to the 
floor. Mr. Blehard Bucfcoer Allen 
of Ihe Lexington I'rOe, ploked up 
the bullet thia morning, and prlaei it 
very highly aa a aouveulr of tbe bat 
tie. 

CAL. TOLLtVBB IHCArEI. 

Cal. Tolliror crawled under 
bonae near tbe Central Hotel, and re 
melned in hiding until late In the 
•nernobn, when he escaped to the 
wooda. Be waa oeen aa he fled, but 
the genllemBu who law him niAiaed 
to infbrmon btm. Andy Tolliver, 
who wai ibot during the engage- 
ment, alio made bli eacape. The 
two Mannlngi eioapod by throwing 
away their hate. They crossed the 
river at Aahland lait night, and are 
now probably lafe iu Ohio. Join 
Kogcra alio managed to eacape. This 
morning h'e got aboard the we»l 
bound train, several milea from hero, 
aud went tu Ml. Sterling. Allic 
Young WIS iu Ml. Sterling to-day 
aud ho will bo arrested for the uuu 
dor of tho Ix)gan boys. He Is a son 
of tho famous Taylor Young, long » 
resident of thia place, who now lives 
lu Mt. Sterling. Allie ia tho Prose 
cuting Attorney for thia coonty. 

FOMIINO THE CITIZEXS' LEAOVE. 

After Ihe battle a ma.-s-nieeiing ol 
cStizous was held in" Ihe conrl-liouse, 
at which lloone liogan and others 
made speeclics. A Cili/cns' rrotcc 
live Association was formed. They 
adopted resolutions declaring "if any 
one was uiiu..>lvd for this day'a work, 
wo will reassoiiiblo and punish lo Hie 
dealli any man wlio oilers Hie nioles- 
talioii." Tbe meeting adjourned till 
next Wednesday, wlien further steps 
will be taken b oking lo Ibe supprcs- 
siiiii of law lessiiess in the counly, aud 
tlje meeling cut of jnslicc lo crimi- 
nals. 

Craig Tolliver was six feet in 
heiglil, lliirty-six years of age, raw- 
boned, and well muscled, with sliglil- 
ly stooping shoulders.
